One member of the prince’s entour¬ 
age, in conversation with Prof. Car¬ 
lyle, ihprtly after the heir apparent 
returned from Canada, remarked with 
much good humor, “You have spoiled 
the prince. He uses slang and he 
has lost much dignity a.s the result 
of his visit to your country." Prof. 
Carlyle’s retort was that it was a mis¬ 
take that London should consider the 
prince to be exclusively theirs. “He 
belongs quite as much to Canada a.s 
he does to you, and he likes our ways 
of life. - We consyier the Prince of 
^ sdes a Canadian.”

In the Supreme Court of Alberta, 
the Honorable Mr. Justice W%|sh re* 
cently gave an important decision 
which will be of much interest to 
those ranchers who erase stock pn 
the forest reserves. The Department 
of the Interior, through the local for¬ 
estry branch^officials, sued John S. 
Nelson of Meadow Creek, for the pen¬ 
alty provided by Section 66 of the Re- 
vulations of Donsinion Forest Rc- 
8er\’es. This section states that the 
owner, of stock, grazing on a forest 
reserve wit^ut a permit, shall be li¬ 
able to at least four times the legula- 
tion rate of dues unlesa it can be es¬ 
tablished that tile trespass wa.s matle 
without wilful intent, in which case- at 
least dottbie dues shall be charged. 

'The defeneant denied that his stock 
grazed on tHe forest reserve, but so 
much evidence wa.s produced by the 
department to establish the trespass 
that counsel for the defense lalied 
chiefly upon immunity, under the Al¬ 
berta Fence Ordinance. This ordin¬ 
ance states that no action for dam¬ 
ages caused by- domestic animals can 
be maintained unless the property is 
surrounded by a lawful fence.. The 
forest reserves are not fenced. Mr. 
Chas. F. Adams, K.C., of Calgary, 
who appeared for the Department of 
the Interior, argued that this section 
•f the fence ordinance does not apply 
to Dominion lands within the pro¬ 
vince and further polntt’d out that 
the department was not bringing an 
action for damages, but that it wa.s 
suing fdr a penalty provided by gov¬ 
ernment regulations. Mr. Justice' 
Walsh agreed witt both .these conten¬ 
tions and gave judgment for the De¬ 
partment of the Interior, stating that 
in hi's opinion the fence ordinance 
does not apply to the forest reserves. 
The ordinance, he ponited'out, was in¬ 
tended to govern the conduct of indi¬ 
viduals ' between themselves with re¬ 
spect to their property, and does not 
apply to the crown. Judgment was 
given against Mr. Nelson for $595 
and costs which were particularriy 
heavy, the witness fees alone amount¬ 
ing to almost $4M.
